MOSCOW (CP) — Soviet scientists soft-landed a 
robot spaceship on the moon today and then sent an 
eight-wheel vehicle trundling over the lunar surface 
in a series of earth-controlled experiments. 


Lunokhod L-the first 
vehicle on the moon—rolled 
down ‘a special gangway from 
its mothership early today 
two hours 41 minutes after 
Luna 17 slid down to a soft 
landing in the moon's Sea of 
Raing at 6:47 a.m, (10:47, 
p.m. EST Monday), the offi- 
cial Soviet news agency Tass 
reported 

Lunokhod;-the name means 
moon vehicle—is carrying 


scientific apparatus, control 
gear, radio communications 
systems. and television ob- 
servation equipment to per- 
form experiments monitored 
back on earth, Tass said, 

‘For .the first time in the 
history of astronantics an 
automatic moon vehicle, con- 
trofled from earth, was taken 
to the moon. and began 
scientific investigations,” 
Tass said, 


Moon Truck Crawls 65 Feet 


The moon truck erawled 65 
feet away from its janding 
point in initial experiments, 
Tass added. The Lanokhod is 
ontrolied from a special 
communications centre in the 
Soviet Union, and scientists 
are using television cameras 
aboard the revolutionary 
vehicle for information on its 
position and the nature of the 
surrounding lunarscape, 
Soviet science has entered 
an age of “effective new 
means of moon exploration 
with the help of automatic 


machines," Tass said as it 
gave word of the Russian 
space spectacular, 

Tass also reported that both 
Lunokhed and the Luna space- 
ship carried Soviet flags and 
pennants and bas-reliefs of 
Lenin, 

All systems aboard Luno- 
khod were functioning nor- 
mally, Tass added, The Rus- 
sians had given no. previous 
indication that anything as 
dramatic as the Lunokhod 
experiment had been planned 
for the Luna 17 moon mission, 


Soviets Favor Automation 


Observers said the achijeve- 
ment underlines the Russian 
enthusiasm for space explora 
tion by automated means and 
reflects the technica! lengths 
to-which they are carrying 
thelr wmmanned space probe 
program, 


Tass also revealed that the 
moon wehicle is carrying 4 
piece of foreign equipment—a 
French-built reflector for 
laser location experiments, 

France and the Soviet 
Union have been co-operating 
in space techniques for some 
time but this is believed the 
first time a Russian ship has 
carried non-Soviet equipment 

Director Heinz Kaminski of 
the observatory at Pochum, 
West Germany, who reported 
the Luna landing earlier, sald 
that Luna 17--is- a vastly 
improved version of Luna 16,

Presumably the member govern- 
ments. are in a position to apply 
pressure to the Republic of Korea to 
accomplish that purpose. But since

For in fact the glory of 
the human species is that, like no 
competitor, it can sometimes rise above 
reason and reach an entirely different 
level, thus proving that certain animals 
are more equal than others; or rather 
that man is not an animal, except in his 
pitiably inefficient body.

t OTTAWA — In the next few months Can- 
ada will take a variety of short and long strides

‘The most noticeable changes will come from federal 
policies introduced at this session of Parliament — 
particularly by the Immigration, health and welfare, and 
urban affairs ministeries — but provincial and local 
governments as well as private groups will make their 
contributions too.

become legitimized concepts, inevitably shifting debate

The general argument is nothing new to a public 
which has seen vociferous but small ‘groups urging 
Ottawa to help underdeveloped countries control their 
population growth, What is new is the spreading debate 
for the same thing at home and the deepening 
involvement of government. 

The procesa really began with last year's breaking of 
the contraceptives logjam in the Criminal Code 
amendment making it legal to sell birth control devises 
and disseminate information on their use, 

After a year's agonizing with a cabinet split, the 
federal government took the next logical step jess than a 
month ago with the announcement it would set up a $1 
million annual program to help provincial and private 
agencies which have begun providing voluntary family 
planning assistance (Alberta so far is the pacemaker) 
and a similar amount would be donated to international 
agencies, F 

In the coming year this new policy. should begin 
exenting an effect on the natidnal fer'ility rate, already in 
slow decline from a record 3.9 children per adult female 
in 1957 to an estimated 2.44 last year.which, however, 
was still enough to give Canada a natural increase of 
213,000 in 1969, or more than double the net immigration 
gain, 

(The somewhat liberalized abortion law also will 
reinforce the fertility decline’ but is not likely to become 
significant untilfurther amendment — not entirely an 
imposalbility in the foreseeable future.) 

Besides native born, Canada's population has grown 
by 3 million immigrants since the Second World War and 
this area tog will see some major changes in the coming 
year with the Throne Speech's promise of a white paper 
this session to rewrite immigration policy,

to write to the National 
Parole Board and indicate my 
views in the hope that you 


’ will soon be returned, under 


some degree of control, to 
society to carry on what I 
hope will be a reasonable and 
worthwhile life,"’

The aceused, said Mr, Jus- 
tiee Hartt, had been ‘reared 
in abject poverty, subjected 
to extreme abuse from an 
alcoholic father and foreed 
into fending for yourself-at a 
time when you were in fact, 
stil] a child (14 years of 
age)'’, 

His first offence of record 
oceurred at the age of 16, 
“The society that now de- 
mands vengeance as punish- 
ment for-your crime must at 
the same time be prepared to 
accept a large measure of the

single man's voice, Hence the 
ultimate signifieance of the 
marriage of electronics to 
words is. that it sets a stage 


for government on a world-— 


scale, 65 


Sets the Stage 


The fundamental questions 
that now have to be asked 
are; What kinds of forees will 
shape it? What will be the 
philosophy behind it? Will. it 
ennoble or diminish the indi- 
vidual? 


The prospects of world 
management are both mag- 
nificent and terrifying: The 
same mechanism that can 
bring words of sanity and 
inspiration to virtually every 
part of. the planet can also 
carry messages intended to 
manipulate the species, 


The same technological 
miracles that gan create a 
global village can create an 
authoritarian arena, The 
same electronic instruments 
that can provide an educa- 
tional upsurge never before 
known by humankind can 
impose a stifling uniformity 
on the collective intelligence. 


Computers can emancipate 
man from drudgery or they 
can make him a numbered 
unit; they can record not just 
his vital statisties but his 
ideas and politics, Satellites 
erulsing through space can 
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activate pietur8 machines in 


his home that ean either 
entertain or mesmerize, 


In short, man can reach his 
highest development or can 
slide into an age of deper- 
sonalization, 


The fiendish possibilities 
are becaming less hypo- 
thetieal all the time, The very 
fact that the means exist or 
can be devised for the total 
control of man by man exerts 
a prodigious force toward that 
end, Folly has only to be 
recognized to become irre- 
sistible, 


It would be simple enough 
to avert a terrible downturn 
in the human ‘condition if all 
that was involved here were 
the need for people to register

But the issue here is not 
likely to be resolved just by a

If the global village is not 
to become a global prison, 
much work -has to be done, 
The ability of humans to put

To a sense of history will 
have to be added a painstak- 
ing attention to all the details 
required for the building of a 
world society safe and fit for 
man,

For the wrong kind of world 
government will surely come 
about by drift if the right 
kind is not created by design, 
Man's machines and his 
cathode tubes will overtake 
him unless he assiduously 
ereates the specific institu- 
tions that can provide re- 
sponsible controls, 


Creating an authoritarian 
society requires no triumph of 


the intelligence, Cunning, yes, 


and a great deal of force; but 


not systematic knowledge or 
respect for its members, 


A single man, riding the

But the ereation of a 
representative and reapon- 
sible society is a sustained 
and demanding collective 
enterprise, 


Heroic Efforts ° 


Making sense out of our 
world in our time; dealing 
imaginatively and responsibly 
with all the elements of 
increasing breakdown; ad- 
dressing ourselves. to basic 
causes of war and not juat to 
their consequences; turning 
man's dominant energies to 
producing something less 
suicidal and more edifying 
than holoeaust-making weap- 
ons; respecting the precarious 
conditions that make life 
possible; assuring an ade- 
quate supply of oxygen and 
unpoisoned water; ensuring 
the right of separate peoples 
to separate cultures and 
institutions; using science and 
technology in a way that frees 
man rather than diminishes 
him — all these require 
heroic collective efforta on a 
scale yet unknown in human 
experience, 


If history. has anything 
useful to say to us-in these 
matters,- it is that we ean 
avert a monolithic world 
government not by positioning 
ourselves against all forms of

By this is meant a plural- 
istic world society of respon. 
sible powers in which the 
central authority is adequate 
to the protection of its 
members and is responsive to 
world opinion, 


Such a federal government 
might be considered heyond 
man's reach if it were beyond 
his imagining, But an age 
that has put men on the moon 
shouldn't have to be reminded 
that what is conceivable is 
attainable,

We're 
up to here with this drug 
education, Don't push it for a 
while," says BE, G, Callbeek, 
director of special education 
services for the Greater Vie- 
toria School District, 

Callbeck is responsible for 
the kind of drug information 
program available in nearly 
60 region schools, He says his 
approach is ‘as low-key as 
possible," 


Interviewed in his office at 
the Institute of Adult Studies, 
Callbeck produced monnda of 
anti-drug literature from 
Canadian and United States 
governments and. publishing 
houses 

After nearly half an hour's 
quick perusal, he said this 
was only one-third the ma- 
terial he possessed, Most of 
it, he sald, is unsolicited, 

Two of the most interesting 
publications offer good 
examples of the kind of 
propaganda students ean be 
subjected to in the name of 
drug education, 


The first. ia. a brochure 
produced by Ontario's Council 
on Drug Abuse, a ‘non-profit 
foundation with a board of 
directors from several major 
Canadian carporations, 

CODA's is a stark 
white-on-blaek -production 
with a two piteh for 
money. The ‘pitch ~ eontinues 
through the last pages when 
CODA reveals that it is trying 


help for “approved” projects” 
of other anti-drug agencies, 
CODA's advertising budget 
exceeds $100,000, Administra- 
tion costs for 1970 are $91,400. 
CODA’s material is slick, 
professional and hard-sell,

The new drug scene is the 
anti-drug scene, 

It is well-organized and 
frequently profitable, Some 
people are cashing in on it, 
but in Victoria the students 
are getting fed up, 

“Kids- are saying, ‘for 
heaven's sake, cool it.’ We're 
up to here with this- drug 
education, Don't push it for a 
while," says E. G, Callbeck, 
director of spevial education 
services for the Greater Vic- 
toria School District, 

Callbeck is responsible for 
the kind of drug information 
program available in nearly 
60 region schools, He says his 
approach is “as low-key. as 
possible,” 


Interviewed, in his office at 
the Institute of Adult Studies, 
Callbeck produced mounds of 


anti-drug literatute from 
Canadian and United States 
governments and publishing 
houses, 


After nearly half an hour's 
quick perusal, he said this 
was only one-third the ma- 
terial he possessed, Most of 
it, he said, is unsolicited, 

Two of the moat interesting 
publications offer’ good 
examples of the kind of 
propaganda students can be 
subjected to in the name of 
drug education. 


The first is a brochure 
produced by Ontario's Council 
on Drug Abuse, a non-profit 


«foundation with a board of 


directors from several major 
Canadian corporations, 
CODA's brochure is a stark 
white-on-black — production 
with a page two pitch for 
money, The pitch continues 
through the last pages when 
CODA reveals that it is trying 


help for “approved projects” 
of other anti-drug agencies, 
CODA's advertising budget 
exeeeds $100,000. Administra- 
tion costs for 1970 are $91,400. 
CODA's material is slick, 
professional and hard-sell. 
One promotional gimmick
